But I was not 
ſo happy. The apartment appointed me (conſiſting of an upper and a lower room) was 
no leſs diſagreeable and offenſive than the former. 1 preferred lying in the lower room 
on a brick floor where I was almoſt ſurrounded with water. After ſix days, however, 
tte prior removed me to an apartment in ſome reſpects better, and conſiſting of four 
rooms. Here 1 had a pleaſant yiew; but the rooms were without furniture, very dirty, 
and no leſs offenſive than the ſick wards of the worſt hoſpital, - The walls of my cham- 
ber, not having been cleaned probably for half a century, were ſaturated with infection. 
1 got them, waſhed repeatedly with boiling water, to remove the offenſive ſmell, but 
without any effect.

The Bealth-office at Venice was inftituted by decree of the - ſenate in the year 1448, 


in the midſt of a very deſtructive peftilence, and afterwards confirmed and regulated by 
various ſubſequent decrees, till reduced to the excellent order in which it ſtands at preſent. 


This important office is governed by chree commiſſioners, annually choſen by the ſenate, 


| whoſe duty it is to attend every day to the buſineſs of the office; and to them are added 


two, aſſiſtant commiſſioners, and two extraordinary, who have formerly ſerved as Junior 
- -commiſſioners, or are gentlemen of wiſdom and experience: theſe laſt take their fears at 
the board when they think it requiſite, or when caſes of difficulty and danger require 
their counſel. The power or authority of this court is very extenſive; for, when all the 
ſeven magiſtrates ſit together, their judgments are deciſive and without appeal, as well in 
- civil as criminal affairs that relate to public health, all which fall under their cognizance; 


| by which means this court is one of the moſt reſpectable i in the government, and accord- 
ingly is always filled by perſons of approved integrity and reputation, and in eaſy circum- | 


| ſtances, in order to be leſs expoſed to corruption, as their emoluments are very ſmall, although 
it is a ſtep towards more lucrative employments.—T ſhall not enter into an elaborate defcrip- . 
tion of every particular circumſtance relative to this office, only ſo far as is neceſſary to form 
an idea of its regulations and order in the expurgation of merchandiſe, or paſſengers | 
coming from places ſuſpected of peſtilential infection.

a town is not taken with it? In anſwer to the firſt of theſe queſtions, it may be obſerved, 
chat the infection in the air does not extend far from the infected object, but lurks chiefly, 
(like that near carrion) to the leeward of it. I am ſo aſſured of this, that I have not ſeru- 
pled going, in the open air, to windward of a perſon ill of the plague and feeling his pulſe. 


I be next queſtion may be anſwered, by aſking why, of a number of perſons equally ex- 


poſed to the infection of the ſmall - pox, or of the gaol- fever, ſome will not take it? Per- 
haps phyſicians themſelves are not capable of explaining this ſufficiently. It is, however, 
evident in general, that it muſt be oving to ſomething in the ſtate of the blood and the 
conſtitutions of ſuch perſons which renders them not eaſily ſuſceptible of infection. The 
rich are leſs liable to the plague than the poor, both becauſe they are more careful to avoid 
infection, and have larger and more airy apartments, and becauſe they are more cleanly 
and live on better food, with plenty of vegetables; and this, I ſuppoſe, is the reaſon why 
| Proteſtants, are leſs liable to this diſtemper than Catholics during their times of faſting ; 
and, likewiſe, why: the generality of Europeans are leſs liable to it than Greeks, and parti- 
cularly Jews.

This is ſo much believed in Turkey, that the people there are not afraid to handle ſuch 
corpſes. The governor at the French hoſpital in Smyrna told me, that in the laſt dreadful plague there, his 
houſe was rendered almoſt intolerable by an offenſive ſcent (eſpecially if he opened any of thoſe windows which 
looked towards the great burying- ground, where numbers every day were left unburied); but that it had no ef- 


feet on the health either of himſelf or his family. An opulent merchant in this city! likewiſe told me, that he and

This is a fact of the greateſt importance to be eſta- 
bliſhed, as all the propoſed means of prevention by cutting off communication with the ſources 
of infection, muſt depend upon it: it is a fact too, which one would ſuppoſe x after ſuch ma- 
nifold and repeated experience, no one would now call i in queſtion, Yet a late medical 46 
vriter of reputation, Dr. Maximilian Stoll of Vienna, has not {crupled publicly to hazard an 
opinion, that the plague is xo? contagious ; and this even with a view to the natural but moſt | 
dangerous conſequence, that the uſual means of preventing its ſpread from one country to 
another by reſtrictions on commercial intercourſe, are unneceffary 3 and 1 improper. This 
doctrine is aſſerted i in his Rationis Medendi, pars ſecunda, printed at Vienna in 1 778 (Vid. 
P. 59 and te 9. It does not belong to me to enter into a medical diſputation on this head; 
yet 1 cannot avoid obſerving, that it appears, very ſtrange and ſuſpicious, that he ſhould 
go back to Ley s Roman Hiſtory for proofs to eſtabliſh his point, totally neglecting all the 
facts concerning the numerous viſitations of the plague recorded i in modern medical books, 
or which os benen during his own time.”

'* In looking into the Club- bali i in this town I was luck with the hn neatneſs and plainneſs of the building, 
as affording many good hints for a penitentiary houſe : I therefore determined to give the elevation of part 
of this building in my plan. ( See plate xx.). The area is 110 yards by 90: the building is quadrangular, con- 


taining 315 rooms; their ſize twelve feet and a half, by eight: the windows 3 feet wide: the ſtaircaſes and 
paſſages are of ſtone; the latter 6 feet wide to the iron — and alſo, very properly, 3 feet 5 inches high.

clothing of children of both ſexes whoſe parents are not in afluence. They are in ſtructed in reading, writing 
and accompts, and the girls in knitting, ſpinning, plain needle-work and domeſtic occupations. A ſmall part 
of every day is devoted to filent and ſerious thoughtfulneſs, which does not ſeem tedious or irkſome to the 


children, for they are habituated from their early infancy, at ſtated times, to ſilence and attention. 
The houſe is a good and ſpacious. building, and well adapted for the proper ſeparation of the boys and girls, 
No children are admitted younger than nine years of age, except orphans, and but few remain in the houſe after 


they are fourteen, As the ſchool is partly ſupported by donations and legacies, the expenſe to the parents is 


eaſy (about eight guineas a year for each child). The general average number of children is three hundred 

and ten. From the 18th of October 1779, to the end of 1787, nine hundred and ninety-two children have been 
admitted. Of theſe only twelve have died; three of them 0: the pox} in 1782, in the natural mo Of 
thirty-two who were inoculated, none died. 


At my viſit, Jan. 1oth, 1788, there were one hundred and ſixty- wo boys, and one W and eight girls, 
neat and clean, at their ſeveral employments, and the ſchool-rooms were in great order. The children were 
calm and quiet, and their countenances indicated that this did not proceed from fear of the ſeverity of their 
maſters or miſtreſſes. (L well remember an expreſſion of the doQor's to me with reference to this ſchool, « we 

have got a perſon at the head of it, who is made for the purpoſe. ) Their bed-rooms were clean and in order: 
the children (properly) lie on hair mattreſſes, and in each room is an uſher or miſtreſs. — I omit the diet table,,

| I viſited the Rase-novs : the priſoners taſk is not heavy (501. of logwood) as they 
| have all done at three o'clock : their friends are allowed to viſit them in the court three 
days in the week, viz. Monday, Thurſday, and Friday, but muſt pay two ſtivers, as 
all other perſons, to the keeper. The court not waſhed, and is offenſive. One of my 
viſits was on a Sunday morning, to attend the public ſervice, which began in the chapel at 
nine o'clock. The priſoners, between 79 and 80, came decently in, and ſeated themſelves 
on benches. One on the firſt ſorm ſtood up, and called over by his liſt all their names, to 
which each anſwered. The chaplain then began the ſervice with a ſhort extempore prayer; 
he read a pſalm, and moſt of the priſoners having books, they ſung ; he then prayed. for a 
quarter of an hour, and afterwards preached; then catechiſed ten of the priſoners, and e- 
pounded each of the queſtiong to them. He again prayed, ſung an hymn, and concluded 
Mith a ſhort prayer.

T hough the torture is not aboliſhed, I had the 
pleaſure to hear that the laſt inſtance of a perſon ſuffering it was about eighteen years ago, 


and that the room had not ſinte been opened; but by the favour of Mr. Frederſdorf, | 


conſeiller de juſtice, it was opened. The deſcent is by fifteen ſteps, to a dark room, in 


which are ſome of the inſtruments of torture : through this room is another arched room 
or cellar 18 feet by 15, very black and dark: at one end is a bench for the judge, lawyer, 
ſecretary and ſurgeon; oppoſite them is a table for candles, books &c. The priſoner who | 


ſuffers the torture, the executioner and his man, are before them. This is done about mid- 
pight, though the thickneſs of the walls (three feet) the four doors (which I paſſed ), the 
dirt floor, and depth under ground, muſt prevent the moſt agonizing cries from being heard 


the executioner's houſe. - He ſeemed with pleaſure to ſhew the mode of application on the 
firſt, ſecond and laſt queſtion; and very readily anſwered any enquiries, having been ſeveral 
years in that occupation at Hanover ; though here (he ſaid) he had only beheaded four or 


five. On aſking if nothing was put into the tortured: perſon's mouth, as I had in ſome 


places ſeen, he replied « No, the Oſnaburgh executioner thinks they ſuffer leſs; and on his 
deſcribing ſome of the modes of torture (which the wit of devils and men had e 
he ſaid, « Sir, the Oſnaburgh torture is ſtill ruder.“ 


But I haſten to another country, where the torture has not been inflicted for -above twice 
eighteen years, Viz . BERLIN. In the court priſon there were eighteen men, debtors and 
ſmugglers, and two women ſpinning cotton to earn their allowance of one groſche.and a 


half aday: the former in the upper rooms of the old priſon, the latter in a new and ſeparate 


part'adjoining ; the old dungeons being not now uſed. I have mentioned the puniſhment 


of ſmugglers ſtanding expoſed at the gate with a machine round them, called a Spaniſh

mantle, ſimilar to a plate I gave. of it at Copenhagen. Here alſo is a machine in which 
the hands and neck of women are faſtened, called a fiddle, and they ſtand expoſed for one 


hour for three ſucceſſive days. This priſon was quiet and in great order. In the city 
priſon there were about ninety priſoners, many of them ſmugglers or debtors ; ſeveral pri- 
ſoners in the dungeons (1 1 feet 9 inches by nine) their proceſſes long; the whole priſon 
dirty, never white-waſhed.

In the. CasTLE at MEMEL, 1 were, Auguſt 17th . 57 men a and. 11 women;

and have no apertures : the floors were ſanded, which yet did not hide the dirt : many of 
the beds are cloſe to one another ; and indeed little hopes can a patient have of recovery 
in ſuch a fœtid air,—Adjoining are eight ſummer lazaretts, which are airy and ſpacious 


wood buildings, each containing about 44 beds. . Theſe wards were fanded, which I ob- 
jet allo to, as a harbour for vermin. The attendants on the ſick are all men. Here 


were about 320 patients, and in the other wards 270. The third or upper floor of the. 


new barracks is now uſed only pro tempore, for the fick : theſe were eight double wards; 


they were quite clean, being waſhed twice a week, and not ſanded; the bedding clean,. 
and did credit to the attention of our countryman the phyſician. who preſides over 


them, Here were 318 patients. Though theſe rooms are generally occupied by the 


failors when the fleet is in the port, yet I ſhall take the liberty. to hint, that where the.

All the rooms have their windows towards the area and the ſurrounding 
wall, and apertures to the paſſages, © There is a dark room for the unruly. No wine or 
ſpirits are permitted to be bought in the priſon ; but beer and any ſort of bread. 
The Infirmary conſiſts of only one room for both ſexes ; but there were in it only 18 men, 
moſt of them miſerable objects: ſeveral with fevers ; no bedding, and little or no attention 
paid them ; as ſome of the ſick declared they had had nothing all day, and it was then five in 
the evening. Each of the quarters has a kitchen, which ſeemed of little uſe; as the priſon- 
ers chiefly ſubſiſt on charity; there being for this purpoſe ſeveral tin boxes placed on the 
outſide of the priſon, and a cheſt between the outer and inner Joes. Theſe are opened |

| on Lazarettos, &c. Such an honourable token of your friendſhip, gives me 
greater ſatisfaQtion than I can expreſs. In this, and your other works, I know not what 
to admire moſt ; their ſpirit of benevolence to mankind ; their ſound philoſophy; and good 
ſenſe ; or, the unexampled courage and perſevering conſtancy with which all your hu- 
mane plans have been accompliſhed. But the conſcious re&itude of your conduct, muſt 
Ml your own mind with ſuch perfet gratification, that no additional ſatisfaction can be de- 
rived from the approbation of others. However, the chief purpoſe of this addreſs is not to 
_ dwell upon the excellence, but, if poſſible, to ſuggeſt ſome improvement in the plan of 
your beneficent labours. 1 highly approve your -propoſal of building lazarettos in Eng- 
land. It is very evident, that they would greatly extend our commerce with the Turkiſh 
empire, and increaſe our ſafety from £ the . to which we at won are * of i im- 
porting the plague. 
The propagation of infectious diſeaſes has been an object of my e tie r 
near a dozen years. There appears to be no doubt that the plague ſpreads by the ſame 
laws, as many other diſtempers common in this part of Europe; namely, the ſmall-pox, 
meaſles, chincough, ſcarlet feyer, &c. I have long thought, that perfect purification from 
peſtilential contagion might be performed with great eaſe and certainty. The preſent re- 
gulations of lazarettos appear to- be extremely erroneous; both in impoſing expenſive 
and tedious reſtrictions, which are wholly ſuperfluous ; and in omitting others, which are 
eſſentially neceſſary, to purify various kinds of merchandize from infection. I ſhall freely 
ſubmit my ideas on this ſubject to your unreſerved objections and improvements. 
| The whole contents of a ſhip, coming from an infectious port, may be divided into two 
portions. The firſt portion may be purified on their voyage home; the ſecond portion, com- 
prehending what is more properly denominated the cargo, in the Engliſh lazaretto. 
1. The. crew, and all the articles acceſſible to the crew, during the voyage, may be 
perfe&tly purified, exactly in the ſame method which the juſtly celebrated Captain Cook 
cmployed, with ſuch wonderful ſucceſs, to preſerve the health of his ſeamen, in his voy- 
ages round the world. His own words, which you have quoted, p. 114. from the Philo- 
ſophical Tranſactions, appear to comprehend complete directions; and I would adopt 
them as fully adequate to the purpoſe. © To preſerve the health of his crew, he took

perfect ſaſety, it may be continued ſeveral hours, or days: If the poiſon of the plague 
were lodged in a bale of cotton, the air which paſſes through every infectious portion of 
it, would acquire a peſtilential quality. This air would ſoon be blown away. But freſh 
air would, in like manner, acquire a peſtilential impregnation ; till all the contaminated 
effluvia or miaſins are exhauſted ;' when it would ceaſe to be infetious. Exactly, in like 
manner, when water 4s poured into a veſſel which contains a lump of ſugar, it becomes 
ſweet.

dows. But if a large and lofty building were conſtructed on purpoſe to allow a free circula- 
tion of air on all ſides, with no other obſtruction than flat ſhelving boards, to keep out the 
rain, ſomewhat, in the form of a houſe for drying leather, herrings &c. ; the current of 
winds through it would encreaſe the ventilation, and conſequently the purification of the 
merchandize it contained in a very high proportion. The inſide of the building ſhould be 


conſtructed on ſuch a Plan, as freely to expoſe. the cotton, wool, ilk, and every. other ſuſpi- | 


cious article of the whole cargo, to theair, in as large a ſurface as poſſible, and they ſhould be.

| Befides the guardians, porters, and failors, if any be eyed, who during the quaran- 
tine of any goods &c. muſt be ſtrictly confined to live within the lazaretto; a director or 
viſitor may be required. He ſhould ee that the regulations are faithfully executed in re- 
gard to the airing of goods, &c. and keep a full regiſter of theſe tranſactions. This duty 
he may faithfully fulfil, without approaching any article within the infectious diſtance of 
feet. Indeed the contaminated atmoſphere which iſſues from the poiſon, appears to extend 


to ſo ſhort a diſtance, that by keeping to windward of it, and by obſerving ſome other judi- 


cious cautions, it may reaſonably be hoped, that even the guardians and porters of the 
lazaretto might be preſerved from all danger of catching the plague, while oy" were per- 
forming the neceſſary duty of opening the moſt peſtilential packages. 


The queries propoſed (p. 32.) by my very ingenious friends Dr. Akin and Dr. 75, | 


appear to be extremely judicious and inſtructive. But the minute detail of fingle cafes 
leads to more fatisfaftory concluſions than the general anfwers of the phyſicians to each 


query. Thus ſome of your reſpondents affirm, that the period between infection, and the 


| commencement of the diſeaſe, does not exceed one, two, or three days: but the fact plainly 


related (p. 46.) ſtates, that a porter came out of the lazaretto on the 21ſt of January, 17843 


chat after a fever of five days, a tumour appeared in his groin on the zoth of January. 
Hence it feems evident, that the period between infection and the commencement of the

« February a boy died, after an illneſs of four days, on board of a Rovingeſe veſſel. On the

« foon died.” This caſe, if accurately related, ſeems to imply, that nn mayer remain 
near three weeks in the patient before the ſymptoms begin.

| quarantine for a ſu uſpefted perſon ; which, from our preſent 1 knowledge of the enn 


is extremely vague and doubtful. 


What number of lazarettos may be required in England, future experience- enbight deter- 


mine. Beſide ſuch an eſtabliſhment for the ports of London and Briſtol, there would. evi- 
dently be one wanted for that of Liverpool. The latter would be peculiarly uſeful to facili- 


tate the importation of cottons from Turkey for the Lancaſhire and Cheſhire manufaCtures. 


Such a lazaretto as is above deſcribed, would greatly encreaſe the ſafety, and diminiſh the 


juſt ar the entrance of the Liverpool and Chefter ports. The fize appears to be fully ſufficient 
for the purpoſe, being about four acres of land. There is good anchorage for ſhips of 
100, 150, or 200. tons, the uſual ſize of thoſe employed in the Turkey trade, within a few 
yards of the iſland. It ſupplies a ſpring of good water. Liverpool would execute ſuch an 
undertaking with as much; ſpirit, and as truly commercial a genius, as any town in England, 


or perhaps in Europe. Their corporation is eminently opulent and liberal. How- 


ever, government would undoubtedly grant a ſum of money adequate to the expence of 


ereQing a public work, ſo eſſentially connected with the ſafety of the nation. The charge 


of ſupporting the eſtabliſhment might probably be ſupplied with moſt propriety by duties on 
the goods, which receive the benefit of ſuch purification. 


The advantages that might an be expected from the propoſed plan of lazarettos in | 


England may thus be ſhortly ſtated : 
1. There would be a much leſs degree of danger to Great Brizain, of importing the plague,

From the habits of intimacy with which he has long honoured me, I ſhall have no difficulty 
in diſcuſſing the ſubject with him freely and fully. If the buſineſs appear to be e 

it will not want zealous and intelligent promoters in this ſpirited nation. 


While 1 am upon the ſubject of preventing the propagation of infections, you merit 5 
ticular thanks for the honourable notice taken of our fever wards in the Cbęſter infirmary. 
(See the account p. 209.) The chief aim of our regulations is not merely to preſerve the 
lives of the infected patients. The principal purpoſe and benefit of the eſtabliſhment is to 
prevent any infectious fever from ſpreading through poor families, and through the town. 
It effectually ſuppreſſed the febrile. contagion which alarmed Cheſter, in 1784. A plan of 

this kind has been an object of my anxious wiſh and attention, ever ſince the year 1774, 
when we were viſited by a like epidemick. (See the Philoſophical T ranſaftions, vol. lxviii. 
p. 140). The ſucceſs of our ſmall-pox. ſociety, in checking the progreſs of the variolous 
com in cloſely achaining houſes, encouraged and enabled me to propoſe a Plan, which,

by eaſy rules, fight prevent. the communication of infe&ious fevers from one ward of the 


ſuch eaſy and efficacious regulations, to prevent the propagation of infectious diſtempers. 
In the above, and in other inſtances, I entertain high expectations of the benefit, which 


mankind might derive from civil regulations to check the progreſs of diſtempers. In like 


- manner, I have long nouriſhed a ſanguine hope, of extenſive advantages, to the bulk of the 
people, by beſtowing on them ſuch an education as would be conducive to the prevention 


of vices. As human wiſdom and power can be much more beneficially exerted in prevent- 


ing, than in curing diſeaſes: ſo they may be much more ſucceſsfully employed in the pre- 
vention, than the correction of crimes. - This remark ariſes from a ſubject largely l 
dered i in your laſt publication, and in which. I anxiouſly intereſt-myſelf. 

And I cannot conclude: this long letter without returning you my hearty thanks for the. 
honourable character you have given of our plan to inſtruct all the poor boys. of Cheſter, in 
reading, writing, and accounts. (See p. 120). [Your recommendation will probably have 
an extenſive influence in exciting other towns to adopt like regulations. Our other inſtitu- 


tion, to teach all the poor girls in Cheſter to read, knit, ſpin, and few, ſeems no leſs. to merit 


your approbation. From our converſation on this ſubj ect, at the laſt viſit you favoured me 
with, your ſentiments perfectly accorded with mine, on the great advantages that might 
reaſonably be expected from ſuch an eſtabliſhment. Your filence on this head rather diſ- 
appointed me; it probably proceeded from inadvertency: or, your ſubject more directly 


introduced the ſchools for the inſtruction of boys. Both theſe inſtitutions being favourite 


children of mine, you will pleaſe to excuſe a parental partiality for them. I was ſolicitous 

that they ſhould have gone together into the world with the recommendation of an author, 
who has deſerved and obtained the attention and the good Wiſhes of the viſeſt * the beſt 
men in this enlightened and humane age. 8

PEAR SIR, 


FTER fuffering onde anions for 2 Fs days, leſt my ws had not arrived before your 
departure from England, I had the ſatisfaction to receive your very kind and friendly 
anſwer of the 12th, As you. have reſolved, after paſſing through Ruſſia, to viſit Egypt and 
Barbary, you will have an opportunity to determine an important queſtion concerning the 
origin of the plague. It has been aſſerted by authors of high credit, that the peſtilential 
contagion is generated in the great canal of Grand Cairo, by the filth, carrion &c. which 
putrefy therein; and that it annually proves deſtructive to the inhabitants of that city, till 
the overflowing of the Nile waſhes away the filth, and the cold winds, which blow at the 
ſame time, carry off the efluvia which exhale from it. Theſe op nions have been greatly 
| invalidated by the obſervations of three very intelligent French travellers, . De Tott, Savary, 
and Vine. They mention that the plague ceaſed for ſeveral years after the former Ruſſian 
war, and that it is generally imported into Ep ypr from Conflantinople, Smyrna &c. Which 
of theſe opinions is true, might eaſily be aſcertained. Do the commencement and ceſſa - 
tion of the plague correſpond with the ebbing and flowing of the Nie ? Or, does it 1 708 
at the ports where, and at the time when, merchandiſe arrives? 5 
The famous plague of Athens, according to Thucydides, began in Brbiopia. This hiſtorical 
fact has ſuggeſted to ſome authors a notion, that the plague is generated in that country, 
and thence brought into Egypt. This opinion might, in like manner, be examined by ob- 
ſervation, What connection has the ſpread of this peſtilence with the! arrival of the 
1 caravans, in regard to both time and place? | 
On the whole, it will probably appear, that the plague, like the ee is no © bfheve 
now generated, but ſimply propagated from one country to another. This important 
| queſtion may be determined, with a high degree of evidence, by your inquiries in Eg pt. 
Be ſure to aſcertain, with all poſſible accuracy, the time when each epidemick began and 
ceaſed in every town or diſtrict, and for as many years as hiſtory or tradition has recorded 
them. We may hence learn whether the folly: of che Turks is the lake cauſe of the con- 
tinuance of this calarnity. | 
Some copies of your Account f the Lazarettos, 8 preſented to ſome people in 
power at Conſtantinople, might poſiibly arouſe their attention. The new ſultan is ſaid to be 
leſs groſsly ignorant than his predeceſſors. Fhe dangerous war, in which he is engaged, 
may poſſibly farther improve his faculties. He may perhaps be excited to think and act 
With the ſenſe and ſpirit of a man.

I cannot underſtand: from what motive you have reſolved. to a a journey into 
Barbary. So i ignorant a people can probably neither afford you any uſeful information, nor 


are they ſufficiently intelligent to profit by your inſtruction. 


If you continue your reſolution of paſſing through Ryffia, 1 would recommend to your 


notice the treatiſe on the plague by Dr. Mertens. The French edition is later and better 
than the Latin. It is worthy of remark, that on the 23d of Dec. 1770, . before he had ſeen 


the diſtemper, he preſented a memorial, wherein he aſſerts that infection is communicated by 


the ouch of the patient or of contagious things, and by no other means. This obſervation 
is often repeated. But it is alſo frequently contradicted by other obſervations, in which he 
allows that. breathing. the air near a patient communicates infection. | 


At laſt, he injoins a ſeparation of twelve feet between the infectious, and thoſe win he 


_ wiſhes to preſerve ſafe from infection. 
This is certainly a ſafe, and probably more than a ſafe diſtance. 


In another place (ſee Inquiry, p. 19)-I have endeavoured to prove, that the natural ſmall- 


pox is always propagated through the medium of air, and the inoculated by contact of the 


poiſon. It is highly probable, that the like modes of communication are ſtrictly applicable 


to the plague. | 

This treatiſe of Dr. Mertens is in many reſpetts 2 The inſtance of candour, 
above related, whereby he corrects a preconceived error, is highly meritorious. There is 
(p. 39) a remark which ſeems to correct a concluſion, . which, in my former letter, I had 
ventured to deduce from a caſe related in your Account f Lazarettos. He obſerves, that 
the convicts &c. employed at Moſcow to bury the dead, generally fell ſick of the plague on 


the 4th or 5th day after expoſure to the contagion, and that very few remained well above 
a week. It is probable; that the remarks I have taken the liberty of addreſſing to you, on 


the beſt method of preventing peſtilential contagion, may ſome. time be publiſhed, though 
it is not yet determined in what form they ſhall appear. You may think that the opinions 
they contain do not merit much credit, being ſo widely different from the practice of thoſe 
countries who have the beſt opportunity of acquiring knowledge on this ſubject, by ex- 
perience and obſervation of facts. But the rules of quarantine were originally eſtabliſhed 
in times of great ignorance. T hey have been continued, without correction, through ex- 

ceſſive 
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
